US Plans to Capitalize 


On Future Red Revolts 


By RAY TUCKER 


WASHINGTON. July 13 — A novel 


course in the science of promoting and 
propelling revolutions in a Communist 
police state may be installed at Wash- 
ington as a result of the Western powers' 
failure to capitalize fulK on the anti- 
Russian outbreaks behind the Iron Cur- 
tain the past month. 
Despite the suc- 


cesses of underground resistance bodies 
and the OSS "dagger boys" in World 
War II, this cold war weapon has been 
sheathed. 


As ihe first step in this direction. 


State, Defense and Central Intelligence 
agencies have instructed their overseas 
agents to report on every detail of the 
abortive outbreaks in East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and other satellite states. 
It is the kind of investigation which police 
and law enforcement authorities make 
after the commission of a major crime— 
namely, to find out why and how it 
happened. 


Pending an examination of these 


post-mortems, no definite strategy for 
generating internal unrest can be 
framed. 
But it is expected that an 


organization trained in this behind- 
the-Iron-Curtain operation will be set 
np here and abroad, with total mobii- 
zation of ever} resource that will con- 
tribute fo a slow but gradual breakup 
of the Communist empire.

charged that American spies and agents 
fomented and reinforced the June 17 
revolution, although they pay us too great 
z compliment.
